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/raditionally,  college  curricula  define  what  students 
should  study,  but  not  directly  what  they  should  learn. 
Successful  completion  of  the  prescribed  curriculum 
meant  that  students  had  learned  enough  of  the  right 
things  to  make  their  college  experience  worthwhile. 

In  view  of  the  significant  cost  of  higher  education 
and  its  importance  for  personal  success,  however, 
people  today  want  to  know  more  about  what  and 
how  much  students  actually  learn  to  assess  the  value 
of  a collegiate  education. 

Last  year,  the  faculty  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
approved  a statement  of  educational  philosophy  and 
general  learning  goals  for  students  at  Elizabethtown, 
fulfilling  one  of  the  objectives  of  our  2006  Strategic 
Vision.  Broad  in  scope  and  large  in  vision,  these  eight 
learning  goals  apply  to  all  facets  of  our  program. 

We  will  challenge  students  to: 

• Assume  responsibility  for  their  intellectual 
development,  personal  growth  and  well-being, 
and  to  sharpen  their  curiosity  and  become  aware 
of  the  capabilities,  strategies  and  resources 
needed  to  learn. 

• Reason,  analyze  and  engage  in  critical  thinking, 
and  to  make,  systematically  evaluate,  and,  if 
necessary,  refute  arguments  and  claims — both 
their  own  and  those  of  others. 

• Demonstrate  thoughtful  and  articulate 
communication  by  applying  knowledge  in  a 
variety  of  contexts,  including  writing,  speaking, 
listening  and  interpretation. 

• Understand  the  creative  process  and  its  role  in 
human  expression,  and  cultivate  the  ability  to 
make  informed  aesthetic  judgments. 

• Navigate  diverse  cultural  worldviews  and 
perspectives,  with  the  realization  that  differing 
frames  of  reference  influence  analysis, 
communication  and  behavior. 

• Make  reflective  ethical  decisions  and  act 
with  integrity  to  seek  just  outcomes  with 
relationships,  communities  and  society. 

• Apply  and  integrate  different  strands  of  learning 
and  comprehend  interconnections  in  the  process 
of  gaining  knowledge  and  experience. 

• Identify  and  cultivate  a sense  of  purpose  that 
inspires  a commitment  to  meaningful  work  in 
service  to  society. 

Our  expectation  is  that  all  graduates  will  have 
achieved  these  goals,  and  we  will  regularly  assess 
whether  our  programs  are  generating  the  desired 
learning.  If  we  find  that  they  are  not,  we  will  make 
i|; adjustments  to  ensure  that  they  do.  We  want  students 
h . to  know  what  they  will  get  from  their  education  and 


to  plan  their  college  careers 

to  achieve  those  important  J| 

goals.  We  also  want  to  be  m ' p 

able  to  demonstrate— 

to  prospects,  graduates, 

parents,  employers, 

accreditors  and  the 

public — that,  in  fact, 

Elizabethtown  students  have  achieved  these  specific 
outcomes  through  their  education  here. 

As  you  can  imagine,  it  will  not  be  easy  to 
measure  how  well  students  do  on  these  goals  or  to 
ensure  that  the  broad  array  of  graduates  have  truly 
achieved  them.  This  year,  we  will  be  tackling  the 
first  of  those  challenges,  as  we  engage  the  faculty 
and  staff  in  identifying  the  specific,  observable 
learning  outcomes  that  demonstrate  achievement  of 
each  goal — in  individual  courses,  major  programs, 
the  core  curriculum,  the  co-curriculum  and  their 
cumulative  result.  Then  we  will  design  the  methods 
for  assessing  whether  those  outcomes  are  being 
realized  and  begin  to  collect  information  necessary 
to  make  valid  assessments.  Only  then  can  we  begin 
to  make  the  necessary  adjustments  in  our  learning 
environment  and  experiences  to  ensure  consistently 
positive  outcomes.  This  same  logic  applies  to 
learning  in  the  various  disciplines,  some  of  which 
are  already  quite  far  along  in  assessing  learning 
outcomes  of  their  programs. 

To  some,  this  looks  like  a lot  of  unnecessary 
work,  but  I believe  it  takes  us  to  the  heart  of  the 
educational  enterprise.  Colleges  have  always  been 
built  around  the  ideals  and  practice  of  teaching,  with 
good  teaching  practice  (as  defined  by  professional 
colleagues)  assumed  to  issue  in  sound  learning.  But 
the  true  purpose  of  education  is  learning,  against 
which  we  ultimately  must  judge  the  effectiveness  of 
our  teaching  and  the  educational  experiences  we 
provide  students.  To  assess  and  ensure  our  students 
achieve  important  learning  goals  is  the  strongest 
commitment  we  can  give  them  and  the  best  way  for 
us  to  ensure  the  integrity  and  effectiveness  of  our 
high  calling.  I am  confident  the  results  will  show  that 
our  students  already  are  learning  a great  deal,  but  I 
also  believe  we  will  be  able  to  enhance  their  learning 
even  more  once  we  actually  understand  where  and 
how  best  to  apply  the  remarkable  talent  of  our  faculty 
toward  these  ends.

Elizabethtown  Gives  a Warm  Send-off  to  Retiring  Faculty,  Staff 


In  early  May  2009,  Elizabethtown 
College  celebrated  the  careers  of 
Martin  Cramer,  Nancy  Fernback,  Tana 
Lyons  Parrett  ’69,  Charles  Schaeffer  Jr. 
and  Joseph  Walker,  who  were  retiring 
after  more  than  a combined  100  years 
of  service  to  the  College. 

Hired  in  1981,  Martin  Cramer 
created  sweet  memories  for  our  graduates 
as  head  baker  at  the  College.  In  addition 
to  the  treats  he  produced  for  our  dining 
facilities,  Cramer  also  dedicated  his  skills 
to  making  a variety  of  decorated  cakes  at 
the  Back  Door  Bakery,  the  College’s 
retail  baked  goods  shop  that  operated  for 
many  years  in  Myer  Hall.  Those  cakes — 
from  wedding  cakes  adorned  with  delicate 
flowers  to  retirement  cakes  featuring 
Navy  destroyers — are  among  his  fondest 
recollections  of  the  College.  “The 
strangest  cake  I ever  decorated  was  a 
garbage  truck  with  a lot  of  flies,”  he  says 
laughingly.  “After  a while,  you  stop  trying 
to  figure  them  out.”  In  retirement, 
Cramer  and  his  wife,  Linda,  hope  to 
travel  and  get  caught  up  with  home 
remodeling  and  landscaping  projects. 

For  just  shy  of  14  years,  Nancy 
Fernback  dedicated  her  working  hours  at 
Elizabethtown  to  preparing  the  healthy 
and  varied  assortment  of  vegetables 
and  other  salad  fixings  available  for 
students.  Over  the  years,  a mutual 
admiration  blossomed  between  Fernback 
and  those  she  served.  “I  love  the 
students,”  she  says.  “They  are  like  my 
kids.”  During  her  retirement,  she  expects 
to  get  more  involved  with  her  church, 
hopes  to  do  some  volunteer  work  at  a 
local  hospital,  and  plans  to  spend  time 
with  her  grandchildren  and  great  grand- 
daughter. “I’m  just  going  where  the  Lord 
leads  me,”  she  reflects.  She  also  hopes  to 
remain  connected  with  our  students, 
particularly  the  members  of  Mad  Cow, 
the  College’s  improv  team. 

Although  she  joined  Elizabethtown 
in  1985  as  director  of  summer  conferences, 
Tana  Lyons  Parrett  soon  felt  herself  being 
drawn  toward  the  College’s  Business 
Office.  “Because  I had  come  out  of 
banking,  operations  always  has  been  near 
and  dear  to  my  heart,”  says  Parrett,  who 
was  director  of  business  operations  when 


she  retired.  Parrett’s  interest  in  numbers 
was  only  rivaled  by  her  affection  for  the 
intellectual  stimulation  she  found  in  her 
interactions  with  others  in  the  campus 
community.  “In  retirement,  I will  miss 
walking  across  campus  and  talking  with 
people  like  Matt  Willen,  who  travels  to 
Iceland  to  learn  and  write  about  its 
people,  and  Bob  Wheelersburg,  who 
is  doing  archeological  digs  outside 
Columbia  Borough,”  she  reflects.  “I  love 
rubbing  elbows  and  ideas  with  people 
who  are  so  far  removed  from  what  I do.” 
In  retirement,  Parrett  will  do  more  of 
everything  she  loves — “hiking,  biking, 
gardening,  kayaking,  traveling  and 
spending  time  in  the  mountains  . . . and 
less  time  sitting  on  my  bottom.” 

A.C.  Baugher  Professor  of 
Chemistry  Emeritus  Charles  Schaeffer  Jr. 
spent  his  final  months  at  Elizabethtown 
in  much  the  same  way  he  spent  the  rest 
of  his  tenure — finishing  manuscripts, 
conducting  research,  and  sorting  through 
mountains  of  paperwork.  Comprising 
more  than  33  years  of  scholarship  and 
teaching,  Schaeffer’s  career  is  certainly 
noteworthy — resulting  in  upwards 
of  50  publications  and  more  than 
30  scholarly  presentations.  Looking  back, 
Schaeffer  most  fondly  remembers  his 
collaborations  with  Claude  Yoder, 
Charles  A.  Dana  Professor  of  Chemistry 
at  Franklin  & Marshall  College,  and  the 
dozens  of  student  researchers  with  whom 


he  has  worked.  In  retirement,  he  hopes 
to  continue  his  research  and,  with  his 
much  freer  schedule,  to  explore  other 
interests,  such  as  golf.  “I  haven’t  played 
golf  in  25  years  or  so.  It’s  a kind  of  a 
thinking  game,  once  you  have  some 
control  over  it,”  Schaeffer  reflects. 
“While  I don’t  intend  to  become  Tiger 
Jr.,  I’d  love  to  give  it  a try.” 

After  losing  his  beloved  wife,  Jean, 
to  cancer  in  September  2007,  Joseph 
Walker  retired  from  Elizabethtown  and 
moved  to  Fort  Myers,  Fla.  Now  enjoying 
a retirement  chock-full  of  good  books 
and  lengthy  bicycle  rides,  he  also  is 
continuing  to  help  young  minds  grasp 
mathematical  concepts  as  he  tutors  local 
high  school  students.  Walker — who  was 
a high  school  mathematics  teacher  for 
more  than  30  years  before  arriving  at 
Elizabethtown  in  1998 — taught  10 
different  courses  during  his  decade-long 
tenure  at  the  College.  “I  started  with 
statistics  and  calculus.  Then  I began 
teaching  the  introductory  courses  for 
first-year  students  because  I seemed  to 
have  a knack  for  helping  those  students 
become  interested  in  math,”  Walker 
reflects.  His  fondest  memories  include 
the  faculty  in  the  Mathematical  Sciences 
Department  and  his  work  with  the 
Education  Department.  “I  just  loved 
teaching  students  how  to  teach  math 
to  young  children,”  Walker  says.

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Bittingers  Donate  Valuable  Research  Collection  to  Young  Center 

contributions  from  Jeff  Bach,  Director  of  the  Young  Center 


Earlier  this  year,  the  Young  Center 
for  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  Studies 
received  a generous  donation  of  rare 
books  from  Emmert  Bittinger,  professor 
emeritus  of  sociology  at  Bridgewater 
College,  and  his  wife,  Esther.  Additionally, 
the  couple  made  other  volumes  available 
for  acquisition.  Together,  this  collection 
of  70  books — which  will  be  known  as 
the  Emmert  and  Esther  Bittinger 
Research  Collection — has  considerably 
enhanced  the  resources  available  through 
the  Young  Center. 

Mostly  in  German  and  from  the 
18th  and  19th  centuries,  the  Bittinger 
Research  Collection  includes  a variety 
of  volumes  by  Brethren  writers  and  the 
Ephrata  Press,  Bibles  and  hymnals. 
Several  of  the  books  are  of  special 
interest  for  research.  For  example,  the 
Young  Center  has  acquired  from  the 
couple  a copy  of  the  1745  edition  of 
“Giildene  Aepffel  in  Silbem  Schalen” 
(“Golden  Apples  in  Silver  Bowls”),  an 
anonymous  collection  of  Mennonite 
martyr  stories,  letters  and  prayers  that 
helped  shape  the  devotional  life  and 
teachings  of  Mennonites  and  Brethren  in 
Pennsylvania.  In  addition,  the  collection 
includes  a copy  of  theosophical  letters  by 


Conrad  Beissel,  the  founder  of  the  Ephrata 
Community,  and  other  historically 
significant  resources. 

“This  invaluable  donation  to  the 
Young  Center  reflects  Dr.  Bittingers 
lifelong  passion  for  Brethren  history  and 
his  prodigious  writings  on  the  topic,”  says 
Jeff  Bach,  director  of  the  Young  Center. 
“The  Bittingers  gift  will  help  future 
generations  of  scholars,  pastors  and 


teachers  deepen  our  knowledge  of  the 
Brethren  tradition.” 

In  addition  to  his  scholarly  work  at 
Bridgewater  College,  Emmert  Bittinger 
is  an  ordained  minister  in  the  Church 
of  the  Brethren.  The  couple’s  daughter, 
Marion  Bittinger  79,  and  her  son,  Jordan 
Bowman  ’08,  are  Elizabethtown  alumni. 
Bowman  also  is  an  admissions  counselor 
at  the  College.

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Elizabethtown  Puts  Science  in  Motion 


Learning  science  begins  with  a question— 
not  an  answer.  And  thanks  to  a grant 
from  Pennsylvania’s  Department  of 
Education,  Elizabethtown  College  is 
supporting  Central  Pennsylvania  science 
teachers  as  they  create  a classroom 
environment  that  is  inspiring  inquiry  and 
offering  the  College’s  education  majors 
opportunities  for  experiential  learning. 

Created  in  1987,  Science  in  Motion  is 
an  educational  partnership  between  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and 
1 2 select  colleges  and  universities  that 
provides  science  resources  and  training 
for  teachers  and  schools  in  the  state.  In 
fall  2008,  Elizabethtown  College  was 
selected  to  join  the  elite  ranks  of  the 
Science  in  Motion  program  partner  colleges 
and  to  offer  support  to  schools  in 
Lancaster,  Lebanon,  Schuylkill  and  Berks 
counties,  areas  previously  not  served  by 
the  program.  Since  its  March  2009 
ceremonial  launch,  Elizabethtown’s 
program  has  loaned  scientific  equipment 
to  several  schools  and  offered  a two-day 
professional  development  session  for 
about  20  teachers  in  June  2009. 

According  to  Science  in  Motion 
Director  Marla  Wagner  Jones,  the 
program  makes  science  accessible  to  every 
student — regardless  of  his/her  success  in 
other  academic  areas.  “You  learn  science 
by  doing  science.  And  in  an  inquiry-based 
system,  students  are  part  of  the  process 
of  deciding  what  gets  explored  and  what 
questions  get  answered,”  Jones  explains. 
“Would  you  like  to  go  to  a movie  if 
somebody  already  told  you  the  ending? 
What  would  be  the  point?  There’s  no 
ah-ha  moment.  In  an  inquiry-based 
system,  we  allow  students  to  construct 
their  own  understanding  about  phenomena. 
We  create  opportunities.  But,  they  have  to 
be  part  of  that  process.” 

Hands-on  activities  and  laboratories 
that  explore  scientific  principles  are 
good  tools  for  inviting  students  to  be 
contributors  to  their  own  learning.  The 
challenge  for  many  teachers,  though,  is 
finding  the  resources  and  time  to  provide 
these  types  of  experiences.  State-of-the- 
art  laboratory  equipment  can  be  pricey, 
and  running  a two-hour  lab  with  six 


science  sections  within  the  confines  of 
the  academic  day  and  over-packed 
science  curriculum  is  a daunting  challenge. 
Science  in  Motion  offers  teachers  the 
equipment  and  other  resources  that 
make  these  experiences  a possibility. 

Elizabethtown  Area  High  School 
biology  teacher  Chris  Eurich  believes  the 
program  will  prove  valuable  to  Central 
Pennsylvania  schools.  “It’s  a great  use  of 
resources  and  certainly  gives  teachers  the 
opportunity  to  provide  students  with 
sophisticated  lab  experiences  by  putting 
some  expensive  equipment  in  their 
hands,”  he  says.  Eurich— who  teaches  an 
upper-level  elective  in  biochemistry  and 
biotechnology,  in  addition  to  biology— 
also  appreciates  the  window  of  opportunity 
the  program  opens  by  offering  multiple  lab 
set-ups.  “One  of  the  program’s  advantages 
is,  with  the  amount  of  equipment 
available,  teachers  will  be  able  to 
complete  the  same  lab  for  all  of  their 
classes  in  just  one  day.  Currently,  because 
some  labs  take  two  to  three  hours  to 
complete,  teachers  would  have  to  stagger 
the  labs  to  use  one  classroom  set  of 
equipment.  It  probably  would  take  a week 
to  get  through  just  one  lab  that  way,  and 
you  just  don’t  have  that  kind  of  time  in 
our  curriculum.” 


Beyond  the  equipment,  Science  in 
Motion  also  directly  assists  teachers  by 
offering  professional  training  during 
the  summer. 

Eurich,  who  participated  in  this 
summer’s  session,  is  grateful  for  the 
professional  development  opportunity. 
“This  is  my  32nd  year  in  teaching.  Back 
when  I was  doing  my  undergraduate 
training,  many  of  these  techniques  weren’t 
developed  or  were  just  in  their  infancy,” 
he  reflects.  “There  has  to  be  some  way 
teachers  can  get  up  to  speed  on  them. 
Finding  courses  that  give  you  specialized 
training  in  the  science  area  can  be  a 
challenge — especially  in  a short  time 
period.”  The  June  2009  Elizabethtown 
session  included  instruction  on  cutting- 
edge  scientific  techniques  and  teaching 
strategies.  Contributing  to  the  program 
were  Assistant  Professor  of  Science 
Education  Kathleen  Blouch,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Biology  David  Bowne, 
Associate  Professor  of  Biology  Diane 
Bridge,  and  Associate  Professor  of  Biology 
Jon  Coren. 

Additionally,  Jones,  in  her  role  as 
mobile  educator,  is  also  available  during 
the  academic  year  to  travel  to  schools 
and  either  conduct  the  labs  or  assist  the 
teacher  in  doing  so.  As  the  program

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evolves,  this  aspect  of  Science  in  Motion  is 
expected  to  provide  experientialdearning 
opportunities  for  Elizabethtown  College’s 
education  majors.  “1  know  that 
Elizabethtown  does  an  exceptional  job 
of  providing  our  students  with  a lot  of 
really  good  field  experiences.  But  you 
can  never  get  too  much  of  that,”  Jones 
explains.  “This  program  will  serve  as  a 
bridge  from  the  College  classroom  into 
the  traditional  classrooms.” 

Looking  broadly  at  the  overall  impact 
of  Science  in  Motion,  Jones  emphasizes  that 
assisting  teachers — through  resources  and 
training — creates  a “ripple  effect”  for 
students  for  many  generations  to  come. 

“When  you’re  affecting  a teacher,  you’re 
affecting  a classroom  full  of  students  every 
year,”  she  says.

The  Educate  for  Service  Awards — 
the  Service  to  the  College  Award, 
the  Service  to  Humanity  Award,  and 
the  Service  through  Professional 
Achievement  Award— were  created  as 
the  result  of  a conversation  between 
Robert  Hanle  ’62,  who  was  serving  as 
director  of  alumni  relations,  and  K.  Ezra 
Bucher  ’32,  then-president  of  the  Alumni 
Association.  First  presented  in  1966,  these 
prestigious  recognitions  are  the  College’s 
highest  honor.  They  are  bestowed  upon 
alumni  who  demonstrate  the  foundation 
and  legacy  of  our  institution  and  carry  the 
motto  “Educate  for  Service”  into  their 
community,  nation  and  world. 

The  Educate  for  Service  Awards 
are  presented  annually  in  October  at 
the  President’s  Dinner.  Nominations, 
which  are  accepted  throughout  the 
year,  are  reviewed  hy  the  Alumni 
Council  Awards  Committee  and 
approved  by  the  full  membership 
of  the  Alumni  Council.

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Color  my  World:  A Study  of  Synesthesia

Imagine  hearing  a sunset  or  tasting  a 
circle,  smelling  a voice  or  seeing 
music.  Although  this  seems  like  a 
science  fiction  film  plot,  for  some  people 
shapes  become  flavors,  smells  elicit 
sounds,  and  words  can  appear  as  colors. 

Synesthesia  is  a phenomenon  of  one 
sense  activating  another  simultaneously. 
This  past  year,  through  a Collaborative 
Interdisciplinary  Scholarship  Program 
(CISP)  grant,  Catherine  Lemley, 
professor  of  psychology;  Khristy 
Thompson,  formerly  of  the  Department 
of  Biology;  Dr.  Paul  Eslinger  of  Penn 
State  Milton  S.  Hershey  Medical  Center; 
and  three  Elizabethtown  College  seniors 
studied  this  phenomenon. 

Prior  to  being  awarded  the  CISP 
grant,  Lemley  researched  the  role 
attention  plays  in  synesthesia  and  how 
perceptual  illusions  are  perceived  by 
synesthetes.  The  funding  gave  her  the 
opportunity  to  more  deeply  examine 
underlying  neurological  mechanisms 
involved  in  the  synesthetic  experience. 
Researched  was  sound-color 
synesthesia — when  vividly  colored 
shapes  (photisms)  are  seen  during 
auditory  input,  and  grapheme-color 
synesthesia — when  a person 
involuntary  sees  colors  while  viewing 
numbers,  letters  or  words.  When  a 
sound-color  synesthete  hears  a voice, 
for  instance,  he  might  describe  it  as 
“yellow  with  silver  on  the  edges.”  For 
a grapheme-color  synesthete,  the  letter 
“B”  might  be  seen  with  “flickering 
orange  and  blue.” 

Synesthesia  research  is  a relatively 
new  area  of  scientific  inquiry.  Though  it 
might  seem  unimportant  when  there  are 
other  challenging  problems  in  the  area 
of  perception,  Lemley  says,  there  is  a 
long  tradition  to  the  study  of  exceptional 
people.  “In  psychology,  we  have  learned 
much  about  normal  function  by 
studying  deviations  from  normal,” 
explains  the  professor. 

Assisting  Lemley  in  her  research 
were  three  seniors.  Janet  Richards  ’09, 
biology/psychology,  joined  the  team 
after  taking  Lemley ’s  first-year  Honors 


neuroscience  class.  She  was  ideal  for  the 
interdisciplinary  research,  which  involved 
her  two  majors.  “This  research  allowed 
me  to  learn  more  about  the  brain  and 
perceptual  processes,”  Richards  says. 

Jeff  Mastrangelo  ’09,  psychology,  and 
Jason  Matakas  ’09,  biology,  rounded 
out  the  team. 

Lemley  invited  Thompson  to 
collaborate  on  a CISP  proposal  because 
of  the  biologist’s  background  and 
familiarity  with  functional  magnetic 
resonance  imaging  (fMRI).  “The  fMRI 
allows  us  to  see  which  regions  of  the 
brain  are  activated  and  are  involved 
in  synesthesia,”  explains  Richards, 
who  is  now  a research  technician  in  a 
neuroscience  lab  at  Thomas  Jefferson 
University.  For  instance,  a color-gustatory 
synesthete  who  has  a taste  sensation 
when  viewing  color,  she  says,  would 
show  activation  in  brain  regions  that 
correspond  to  taste  while  non-synesthetes 
would  not. 

Prior  to  using  fMRI,  the  team 
verified  synesthesia  by  retesting.  For  a 
research  participant  with  sound-color 
synesthesia,  the  team  played  music 
and  documented  which 
colors/shapes  the  notes  caused 
him  to  see.  He  was  retested 
months  later  with  the  same 
notes.  “If  his  responses  were 
accurate  with  the  prior  responses, 
we  could  verify  his  synesthesia,” 
says  Mastrangelo,  who  now 
lives  in  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  and 
volunteers  through  the  City 
Year  program.  The  fMRI,  he 
notes,  made  the  research  more 
direct  hy  depicting  activation 
in  the  color  center  of  the  brain 
while  notes  were  played. 

During  research,  an 
unanticipated  discovery  was 
made,  says  Lemley:  the 
realization  that  it’s  extremely 
challenging  to  study  sound- 
color  synesthetes  in  the  fMRI 
setting.  The  difficulty  arose 
when  the  sound  made  by  the 
fMRI  created  synesthesia  in 


the  participants,  making  it  hard  to 
establish  a comparative  pattern.  The 
researchers  also  attempted  to  conduct 
perceptual  studies,  but  found  it  difficult 
to  communicate  with  the  participants  in 
the  fMRI.  Voices,  Lemley  explains, 
trigger  photisms. 

“This  study  has  required  us  to  be  very 
creative,”  the  professor  adds.  But  creativity 
is  one  of  the  lessons  she  hopes  the  students 
took  away  from  this  project.  Mastrangelo 
says  he  also  learned  that  research  is  never 
complete.  “You  always  build  and  modify 
your  projects  through  trial  and  error  . . . 
eventually  you’ll  get  a break  and  discover 
exciting  results,”  he  explains. 

Lemley  hopes  the  experience  also 
strengthened  the  students’  interest  in 
the  research  process.  The  synesthesia 
research  has  led  to  positive  outcomes 
for  students:  several  presentation 
opportunities,  honors-in-the-discipline 
awards,  and  a first-place  national  award 
for  research  on  sound-color  synesthesia. 
The  CISP  grant,  she  adds,  “allowed  them 
to  be  involved  in  pioneering  studies — 

I hope  they  recognize  the  unique 
opportunity  the  grant  provided.”

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it's  a Question  of  Politics

A pril  Kelly-Woessner  and  husband 
l\.  Matthew  Woessner  are  political 
scientists.  As  such,  they  like  to  ask 
questions.  “The  exchange  of  ideas  is 
immensely  important  to  us,”  says 
Kelly-Woessner,  associate  professor 
in  Elizabethtown’s  Political 
Science  Department. 

That  passion  for  posing  questions 
led  Kelly-Woessner  to  co-author  several 
research  papers  with  her  husband,  a 
professor  at  Penn  State  Harrisburg. 

The  studies — the  first  to  explore  the 
connection  between  a professor’s  political 
leanings  and  the  effect  it  has  on  his  or  her 
students — have  drawn  media  attention. 
With  2008  being  an  election  year,  the 
professors  were  thrust  deeper  into  the 
spotlight.  Their  most  recent  research  also 
has  been  the  subject  of  workshops  and 
Internet  blogging  sites. 

“It  was  a snowball  effect,”  Kelly- 
Woessner  says.  Coverage  of  the  couple’s 
research  and  writings  has  included  radio 
time,  magazine  features,  and  local  and 
national  newspaper  stories.  They  even 
were  invited  to  write  a chapter  in  a hook, 
due  out  next  year. 

“We  started  the  research  mainly 
for  ourselves.  To  answer  the  question,” 
Kelly-Woessner  says.  “And  let’s  be 
honest,  to  get  something  published. 

We  did  not  expect  national  attention.” 

In  2006,  the  Woessners’  “My 
Professor  is  a Partisan  Hack:  How 
Perceptions  of  a Professor’s  Political  Views 
Affect  Student  Course  Evaluations,” 
appeared  in  the  2006  edition  of  PS: 
Political  Science  and  Politics.  The  paper 
explores  student  perceptions  of  their 
political  science  professors’  political  views 
and  if  student  views  were  influenced  by 
these  perceptions. 

Since  the  majority  in  academia  lean 
politically  to  the  left,  the  question  also 
was  raised  as  to  whether  conservative 
students  were  discriminated  against.  The 
study  was  based  on  the  responses  of  1,385 
undergraduate  students  in  political  science 
classes  at  29  colleges  and  universities. 

A follow-up,  titled  “I  Think  My 
Professor  is  a Democrat:  Considering 


Whether  Students  Recognize  and  React 
to  Faculty  Politics,”  also  was  published  in 
PS:  Political  Science  and  Politics.  This 
research  tested  the  accuracy  of  student 
perceptions  of  their  professors’  political 
orientation  and  measured  if  student 
political  affiliations  change  over  the 
course  of  a semester.  “My  husband  and 
I disagreed  on  the  outcome,”  Kelly- 
Woessner  says.  “I  looked  forward  to 
the  results.” 

As  there  is  no  doubt  that  American 
academia  is  more  liberal  than  the  greater 
population,  there’s  the  sense  that  students 
are  influenced  to  move  toward  the 
political  left  by  their  liberal  professors. 
Students  definitely  shift  to  the  left  during 
their  college  years,  but  Kelly-Woessner 
notes,  studies  found  that  a professor’s 
influence  has  little  to  do  with  that 
change.  “There  was  a very  slight  shift  to 
the  left  . . . whether  the  professors  were 
Democrat  or  Republican,”  Kelly- 
Woessner  says.  “Students  aren’t  sponges. 
By  18  or  19  years,  political  views  are 
pretty  much  set.” 

Political  patterning,  she  says,  comes 
from  elsewhere.  Any  changes  in  a college 
student’s  political  views  stem  from  a 
general  trend  among  that  age  group  and 
from  the  influence  of  their  peers,  family, 
media  and  college  life,  in  general,  not  as  a 
result  of  influential  teaching  staff. 

For  the  most  part,  the  professors  in 
the  study  said  they  try  to  keep  their 
personal  politics  out  of  the  classroom. 
Even  so,  students  often  determine  the 
professor’s  political  stance  just  by  biases 
and  comments  made  during  lectures. 
According  to  Kelly-Woessner’s  study, 
three-quarters  of  students  polled  knew  the 
political  inclination  of  their  professors  by 
the  end  of  the  semester. 

“I  try  to  keep  (my  politics)  from  my 
students  because  I’m  cautious  of  imposing 
my  beliefs  on  them,”  Kelly-Woessner  says. 
“Students  have  always  tried  to  pick  my 
brain  to  see  who  I am  . . . the  students 
have  a hard  time  figuring  me  out.  I’m  a 
moderate,  so  I walk  the  center.” 

It  seems  the  couple’s  research  is 
dead  center,  too.  Her  husband  is  a 


conservative,  so  there’s  an  excellent 
balance  when  working  together. 

“We  check  each  other  on  our  biases,” 
Kelly-Woessner  says.  “(Liberals  and 
conservatives)  find  something  on  both 
sides  of  the  argument.” 

The  couple  continues  to  research. 
Another  article,  titled  “Conflict  in 
the  Classroom:  Considering  the  Effects 
of  Partisan  Difference  on  Political 
Education,”  appeared  in  The  Journal  of 
Political  Science  Education.  They  also 
are  writing  a book,  due  out  next  year, 
with  Stanley  Rothman,  a professor  at 
Smith  College. 

With  several  years  of  research 
under  their  belts  you’d  think  the  couple’s 
questions  would  finally  be  answered,  but, 
says  Kelly-Woessner,  “I  have  more 
questions  now  than  when  I began.  I don’t 
like  ambiguous  results.”

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Students  Find  Possible  Earliest  Evidence  of  Peace  Ritual

Four  iron  trade  axes  excavated 
in  a Washington  Boro  (Pa.) 
Susquehannock  village  (circa  1600-1630) 
suggest  the  Indian  group  followed 
Iroquois  cultural  practices  and  “buried 
the  hatchet”  with  Europeans  to  solidify 
peaceful  trade  relations. 

Over  three  field  seasons  at  the  site, 
Sandra  Strobel  ’08,  Jenna  Zimmerman  ’09 
and  Amelia  Moon  ’ll — among  23  students 
who  worked  at  the  site — excavated  four 
iron  trade  ax  heads  buried  in  a 10-foot 
wide,  six-foot  deep  pit  complex.  Two  of 
the  axes  were  recovered  with  evidence  of 
fire,  which  suggests  they  were  buried  as 
part  of  a ritual.  One  ax  head  has  a maker’s 
mark,  identical  to  several  makers’  marks 
found  at  Jamestown,  Va.,  indicating  the 
axes  might  have  been  brought  by  Captain 
John  Smith  in  1608. 

The  intentional  burial  of  these 
artifacts  is  a mystery  with  several  possible 
explanations.  Since  Indians  at  the  time 
did  not  have  large  quantities  of  iron,  the 
axes  could  have  been  buried  because  of 
their  intrinsic  value.  A second  possibility 
is  the  Indians  may  have  believed  the  axes 
were  contaminated  with  magic  and  buried 
them  to  eliminate  the  cause  of  the  high 
mortality  rate  among  their  population, 
which  we  now  know  resulted  from 
exposure  to  European  diseases.  A third 
explanation  is  the  axes  formed  a weapons 
cache.  None  of  these  explanations,  though, 
fully  explain  the  reason  for  their  burial. 

These  explanations  derive  from  the 
notion  that  relations  between  colonists 
and  Indians  were  based  upon  conflict.  To 
eliminate  that  bias,  students  asked  a series 
of  questions.  What  was  the  relationship 
between  Europeans  and  Indians  in  the 
lower  Susquehanna  Valley  during  the 
early  17th  century?  Was  it  similar  to  the 
Martin’s  Hundred  massacre  near  Colonial 
Williamsburg,  Va.,  where  Indians  killed 
more  than  half  of  the  settlement’s  English 
inhabitants  in  1622?  Or  was  it  more 
peaceful,  like  the  relationship  that  existed 
between  the  Lenape  Indians  and  the 
New  Sweden  Colony  stretching  from 
Wilmington,  Del.,  to  Philadelphia,  Pa.? 

By  changing  the  word  from  “axes”  to 
“hatchets”  and  considering  the  behavior

within  a peaceful  context,  the  solution  to 
the  mystery  seems  obvious. 

Various  writings  from  the  period 
provide  insight  and  support  the  premise 
that  the  axes  were  buried  as  part  of 
peaceful  trade  relations.  For  example, 
Thwaites’  “Jesuit  Relations”  and  the 
New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical 
Register  include  references  to  the 
ceremonial  aspect  of  burying  the  hatchet. 
Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow’s  “The 
Song  of  Hiawatha,”  which  focuses  on 
legends  of  northern  Indian  groups’  peace 
rituals,  makes  reference  to  the  practice. 

Other  significant  potential  finds  at 
the  site  further  support  the  premise. 

Approximately  1 0 feet  away  from 
the  hatchets,  buried  at  a similar  depth, 
were  the  remains  of  a pot  and  several 
butchered  and  cooked  large  animals. 
Zimmerman,  who  is  now  a graduate 
student  in  archeology  at  the  University 
of  Maryland  and  who  found  two  of  the 
ax  heads,  determined  the  pot  to  he  within 
the  top  five  percent  in  size  of  all 


Susquehannock  pottery — a size  vessel 
known  to  he  used  in  the  preparation  of 
ritual  meals.  Also  found  in  the  same  pit — 
along  with  burnt  corn,  fish  bones  and 
shells— were  the  remains  of  two  bears 
and  one  deer  that  showed  evidence 
of  butchering,  with  some  marks  that 
matched  metal  tools  found  at  the  site. 

The  other  remains  included  two  lines 
of  post  holes  running  perpendicular  to  the 
Susquehanna  River  to  the  west.  Those 
post  holes,  three  quarters  of  which  were 
identified  at  other  parts  of  the  site,  could 
be  the  markings  of  a stockade.  The 
location  of  the  hatchets,  meal  remains 
and  pottery  is  the  closest  point  to  the 
river,  which  is  where  anyone  traveling 
upstream  could  beach  their  canoes  and 
walk  up  the  hill  to  the  palisaded  village. 

Additionally,  bald  eagles  continue 
to  make  their  nests  on  the  river’s  islands 
below.  The  spiritual  aspects  of  the  bald 
eagle  for  Native  Americans  is  well- 
documented  and — when  combined  with 
the  other  archaeological  finds,  if  they 
were  contemporary — suggest  the  place 
and  activities  of  the  early  peace  ritual. 

Invoking  religious  sayings;  observing 
the  eagles  above;  preparing  a meal  of  bear, 
deer  and  com;  and  burying  the  hatchets 
provide  powerful  evidence  of  the  earliest 
example  of  a peace  ritual  yet  recovered 
between  Europeans  and  Indians.

The  project,  which 
was  led  by  College  Professor  of  International 
Studies  Robert  Wheelersburg,  teas  supported 
in  part  by  Elizabethtoum’s  Collaborative 
Interdisciplinary  Scholarship  Program.

Elizabethtown  Project 

In  July  2009,  eight  high  school  students 
traveled  from  across  the  United  States 
to  Elizabethtown  College  to  enjoy  a 
unique  two-week  learning  experience. 
Planned  and  led  hy  Associate  Professor 
of  Biology  Dehra  Wohl  and  Assistant 
Professor  of  Biology  David  Bowne,  the 
project  sought  to  increase  the  students’ 
civic  responsibility  and  environmental 
awareness,  and  further  our  understanding 
of  antibiotic  resistance  in  the  environment. 

It  was  sponsored  hy  a grant  from 
Earthwatch  Institute,  an  international 
nonprofit  organization  that  supports 
scientific  advancement  through  “citizen 
science,”  research  in  which  volunteers 
perform  investigation-related  tasks. 

The  Elizabethtown  project  is  quanti- 
fying  the  distribution  of  antibiotic 
resistance  across  Lancaster  County,  Pa., 
and  suggesting  possible  factors  that 
might  influence  the  level  of  resistance. 

The  research  focuses  on  Enterobacter  spp., 
a bacterium  typically  harmless  to  humans 
that  has  demonstrated  drug  resistance  in 
clinical  settings. 

As  part  of  the  investigation,  the 
student  volunteers — along  with  Bowne 
and  two  other  team  leaders — traveled 
throughout  the  county  to  collect  soil 
samples.  The  sampling  locations  were 
selected  based  on  their  varying  degree  of 
human  contact.  As  a result,  information 
from  analysis  of  the  samples  should  allow 
the  researchers  to  weigh  whether  any 
antibiotic  resistance  they  find  might  be 
connected  to  human  use  of  antibiotics. 

Back  at  the  College,  the  students 
analyzed  the  samples.  In  Wohl’s  laboratory, 
the  high  school  researchers  isolated  the 
bacterium  from  the  soil  samples  and 
“grew”  colonies.  Then,  they  assessed 
the  resistance  of  the  bacteria  to  five 
commonly  used  antibiotics — ampicillin, 
kanamycin,  tetracycline,  trimethoprim- 
sulfamethoxazole,  and  chloramphenicol. 

In  Bowne’s  laboratory,  the  students 
measured  the  characteristics  of  the  soil, 
including  its  pH,  water  content  and 
carbon.  Later  this  summer,  Bowne — 
together  with  Franklin  & Marshall 
College  collaborators — will  use  an  ICP 
(Inductively  Coupled  Plasma)  spectrometer 
to  look  for  trace  metals.  The  data  will

allow  the  researchers  to  factor  into  their 
results  a possible  link  between  antibiotic 
resistance  and  resistance  to  these  metals, 
which  has  been  identified  in  other 
scientists’  investigations. 

According  to  Wohl,  the  project 
is  a win-win.  “It  offers  the  students  a 
unique  opportunity  to  experience  the 
excitement  of  science  and  participate 
in  valuable  research,”  says  Wohl.  “We 
also  benefitted  by  having  a team  of 
interested,  enthusiastic  technicians  to 
support  us  with  an  intensive  study  that 
we  couldn’t  do  by  ourselves.” 

Bowne  agrees,  noting  the  students  also 
walked  away  with  a better  appreciation  of 
this  career  path.  “We  view  our  time  as 
successful  if  the  students  have  an  interest 
in  science,  and  they  realize  this  is  what 
they  want  to  do,”  he  explains.  “The 
project  also  is  successful  if  students,  after 
being  exposed  to  the  reality  of  science, 
realize  that  they  don’t  want  to  do  this 
and  can  focus  on  something  different.” 

This  summer’s  project  is  a 
continuation  of  a project  begun  in  2007, 
during  which  Wohl  and  Bowne  hosted 
another  team  of  eight  high  school 
students  with  Earthwatch  sponsorship. 
The  2007  research,  which  provided 
a baseline  for  this  year’s  project, 
demonstrated  that  Enterobacter  spp.  in 
the  Lancaster  County  region  showed  a 
fairly  high  resistance — on  the  order  of 
50  percent — to  three  of  the  antibiotics.

"Beyond  the  Frontier:  The  Midwestern  Voice  in  American  Historical  Writing" 

by  David  Brown,  Professor  of  History 

On  the  eve  of  World  War  II,  many  of  the  United  States’  most  eminent  historians  championed  the  common  opinion 
that  the  20th  century  was  the  “American  Century”  and  endorsed  the  nation’s  vigorous  use  of  power  and  persuasion  to 
direct  world  affairs.  In  “Beyond  the  Frontier:  The  Midwestern  Voice  in  American  Historical  Writing,”  David  Brown 
tells  the  story  of  a small  concentration  of  Midwestern  historians  who  dissented  from  this  broadly  accepted  view  and 
argued  against  the  imperial  presidencies,  interventionist  foreign  policies  and  Keynesian  capitalism  that  shaped  Cold 
War  America.  The  book  draws  on  interviews,  personal  papers  and  correspondence  of  scholars  like  Charles  Beard, 
William  Appleman  Williams,  and  Christopher  Lasch.  The  book  was  published  earlier  this  year  by  the  University  of 
Chicago  Press.  An  essay  of  the  same  title  subsequently  appeared  in  History  News  Network. 

"Jainism:  An  Introduction" 

by  Jeffery  Long,  Department  Chair  and  Associate  Professor  of  Religious  Studies 

Plunging  back  more  than  two  and  a half  millennia  to  the  plains  of  northern  India,  Jeffery  Long  traces  the  history  of 
the  Jain  community  from  founding  sage,  Mavavira — a prince  who  relinquished  a life  of  wealth  and  luxury  to  pursue 
spiritual  enlightenment — to  the  present  day.  In  his  treatise,  Long  explores  a variety  of  topics  about  the  religious 
tradition— including  asceticism,  worship  and  the  Jain  philosophy  of  relativity— in  a way  that  makes  Jainism  accessible 
to  the  modem  reader.  The  book  delves  into  relations  between  Jainism  and  other  Indie  traditions,  and  discusses  the 
implications  of  Jain  ideals  for  the  contemporary  world.  Written  with  the  full  cooperation  of  the  leaders  of  the  Jain 
community,  “Jainism:  An  Introduction”  was  published  by  I.B.  Tauris.

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Annual  Athletics  Reunion  Celebrates  Excellence,  Commitment

Wesley  Bunting  '09  and  Gretchen  Geiger  '09  were  named 
Distinguished  Student-Athletes  for  2009. 


This  year’s  Blue  Jay  Athletics  Alumni  Reunion,  which  was 
held  in  May  2009,  celebrated  Elizabethtown  student-athletes 
for  their  excellence  on  the  field  and  in  the  classroom,  and 
recognized  alumni  and  coaches  for  their  contributions  to  the 
College’s  outstanding  athletic  legacy. 

Former  men’s  basketball  and  men’s  tennis  coach  Donald  R 
Smith  was  honored  with  the  Joseph  A.  Whitmore  Outstanding 
Service  to  Student- Athletes  Award.  Smith  arrived  as  head  coach 
of  the  men’s  basketball  team  in  1954-1955,  and  he  promptly 
guided  the  team  to  a 14-9  finish.  In  two  separate  stmts  from 
1954-1964  and  1972-1988,  Smith  led  the  Blue  Jays  to  a 
331-275  record.  Under  his  mentorship,  Elizabethtown  took  two 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  (MAC)  Championships  and  saw  its 
first  two  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  tournament 
appearances  in  1963-1964  and  1978-1979.  In  addition, 

Smith  took  over  the  head-coaching  duties  of  the  men’s  tennis 
team  from  Ira  Herr  in  1955  and  coached  until  1964.  He  was 
elected  into  the  Ira  R.  Herr  Athletics  Hall  of  Fame  in  1992. 

Ray  Diener — a 1965  Elizabethtown  graduate  and  a member 
of  the  baseball  and  men’s  soccer  teams — posthumously  was 
honored  with  the  Distinguished  Alumni  Award.  In  three  seasons, 
Diener  struck  out  264  batters  in  just  172  2/3  innings  to  set  a 
program  career  record  that  still  stands.  In  soccer,  he  played  goal 
and  recorded  27  victories  to  rank  among  the  program’s  all-time 
leaders.  Celebrating  his  considerable  accomplishments  as  a 
student-athlete,  Diener  was  honored  as  a member  of  the 
inaugural  class  of  inductees  to  the  Ira  R.  Herr  Athletics  Hall 
of  Fame  in  1975.  After  graduating  with  a bachelor’s  degree 
in  chemistry,  he  was  a minor  league  baseball  pitcher  in  the 
Cincinnati  Reds  organization.  Diener  worked  32  years  for 


Armstrong  World  Industries  and  owned  Elizabethtown  Crystal 
Pure  Water  Company  from  1990  until  his  tragic  passing  in 
May  2007.  During  his  life,  Diener  was  involved  in  a variety 
of  charity  work,  including  the  Water  for  the  World  program 
at  Messiah  College  and  Habitat  for  Humanity. 

Also  during  the  event,  Gretchen  Geiger  ’09  and  Wesley 
Bunting  ’09  were  named  Distinguished  Student-Athletes  for 
2009.  This  year’s  awardees  were  among  a group  of  nominees 
that  included  Matt  Diller  ’09,  Katie  Foley  ’09,  Marian  Guzik  ’09, 
Sam  Heaps  ’09,  Tim  Katzaman  TO,  Tiffany  Kulp  ’09  and  Aaron 
Weber  TO. 

Gretchen  Geiger,  who  majored  in  biology,  played  defense  for 
the  women’s  soccer  team,  and  swam  breaststroke  and  individual 
medley  for  the  women’s  swimming  team.  A four-year  starter 
for  the  soccer  team,  she  was  named  first-team  All-Conference 
in  2008.

On  the  eve  of  her  departure  for  a full  year  of  study  in 
Spain,  Rebecca  Morgan  ’ll — a double  major  in  art 
and  Spanish — admits  she  was  “a  bit  timid”  when  she  first 
considered  studying  abroad. 

Morgan  is  like  many  Elizabethtown  students,  who  choose  to 
step  outside  of  their  comfort  zone  and  travel  to  another  country 
to  learn.  The  College,  through  the  International  Programs 
Office  of  the  Center  for  Global  Citizenship,  helps  these  students 
connect  with  semester-  and  year-long  opportunities  through 
our  affiliations  with  respected  study-abroad  partners,  including 
BCA  Study  Abroad,  Nihon  University,  Queen’s  University 
International  Study  Centre  at  Herstmonceux  Castle, 
AustraLeam,  The  School  for  Field  Studies,  KCP  International, 
International  Education  Programs  and  Northumbria  University. 


For  a variety  of  reasons,  not  all  students  are  able  or  ready 
to  take  advantage  of  an  extended  overseas  study  opportunity. 

To  accommodate  these  students’  needs,  Elizabethtown  faculty 
members  lead  their  own  shorter  study-abroad  courses  to  a variety 
of  nations.  They  make  these  opportunities  available  because  of 
their  value  in  the  development  of  language  proficiency,  the 
acquisition  of  professional  skills,  and  the  broadening  of  the 
students’  worldview.  In  addition,  these  courses — which  they 
squeeze  into  every  break  in  the  academic  calendar— offer  a 
measure  of  comfort  for  students,  who  use  the  excursions  as  a 
stepping  stone  to  the  next  big  challenge. 
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Spain:  Finding  Comfort  in  New  Experiences 

Having  enjoyed  her  high  school  Spanish  courses  and  traveled 
abroad  for  a week  previously,  Morgan  lost  her  connection  with 
the  language  during  her  senior  year  at  Worcester  Preparatory 
School,  after  the  departure  of  her  Spanish  teacher.  As  a first-year 
student  at  Elizabethtown,  she  chose  to  minor  in  Spanish.  “I  knew 
I wanted  to  be  a Spanish  major,  but  I had  just  lost  confidence  in 
the  language,”  admits  Morgan. 

That  year,  Montserrat  Linares-Farras,  associate  professor 
of  Spanish  and  now  chair  of  the  Department  of  Modern 
Languages,  showed  a video  promoting  a month-long  study- 
abroad  experience  to  Spain.  “After  talking  to  my  parents  and 
Dr.  Linares-Farras,  the  trip  morphed  into  something  much  more 
attainable,”  Morgan  remembers.  “I  wanted  to  be  a Spanish  major, 
but  the  thought  of  a whole  year  abroad  was  scary.  With  this 
trip,  I wasn’t  jumping  into  the  deep  end  the  first  time.  It  was  a 
stepping  stone.”  Encouraged,  she  signed  up  for  the  trip,  which 
began  in  late-May  2008. 

According  to  Linares-Farras,  the  course  offered  Elizabeth- 
town students  the  opportunity  to  take  300-level  classes  in 
Spanish  art,  culture,  and  advanced  grammar  and  conversation 
at  the  Universidad  de  Cadiz — courses  that  aren’t  available  at 
Elizabethtown.  In  addition,  several  times  a week,  the  students 
participated  in  cultural  experiences,  including  cooking  and 
native  dance  lessons,  tours  of  scenic  and  historic  locations,  and 
visits  to  museums. 

Importantly,  the  students  lived  with  host  families  and  were 
able  to  experience  life  in  the  country  and  immerse  themselves  in 
the  language.  “When  you  study  a foreign  language,  it’s  a bit 
artificial,”  says  Linares-Farras.  “Living  with  the  family,  the 
students  need  to  use  the  language  to  survive.  So  they  are  much 
more  motivated,  and  it’s  much  more  natural.  Psychologically, 
it  has  an  effect.” 

Reflecting  on  four  enjoyable  and  life-changing  weeks 
abroad,  Morgan  most  fondly  remembers  feeling  unexpectedly 
comfortable  in  a place  so  far  from  home.  “I  had  such  a great  host 
family.  Every  single  time  my  roommate  and  I got  together  with

them,  we  felt  like  we  were  family  too,”  Morgan  says.  “The  reality 
is  that,  in  addition  to  the  differences,  I saw  a lot  of  similarities 
between  their  culture  and  my  own.  This  trip  taught  me  to  be 
completely  open  to  new  people  and  opportunities,  and  learn 
to  take  what  I can  from  every  experience.”

Japan:  Discovering  a Home  Away  from  Home 

For  some  students  like  sophomore  Caitlin  McQuaide,  an 
international  experience  affirms  a chosen  major  or  career  path. 

McQuaide ’s  interest  in  languages  always  has  made  her 
comfortable  with  trying  something  new.  “To  me,  studying 
languages  has  more  depth  than  studying  other  subjects,  because 
you  can’t  really  learn  about  the  language  without  learning  about 
the  culture,”  she  reflects.  “I’m  curious  about  the  experiences  of 
those  who  live  in  other  countries.  It  would  be  nice  to  be  able 
to  communicate  with  them  in  the  language  they  use.” 

Already  taking  French  and  Italian  her  senior  year  in  high 
school,  she  became  intrigued  by  the  Japanese  language  as  a result 
of  a television  show.  “I  liked  how  Japanese  sounded  and  became 
interested  in  how  the  language  worked  . . . because  it  was  so 
much  different  from  those  I was  taking,”  McQuaide  recalls.  “So 
1 actually  started  studying  it  on  my  own.”  Her  study  continued  in 
a more  structured  way  upon  her  arrival  at  the  College,  and  she 
since  has  chosen  to  double  major  in  Japanese  and  philosophy. 

In  mid-May  2009,  McQuaide  ventured  for  the  first  time  to 
the  Land  of  the  Rising  Sun  during  a study-abroad  experience, 
titled  “From  Anime  to  Zen:  Japanese  Society,  Business  and 
Culture,”  which  was  led  by  Associate  Professor  of  Japanese 
Mahua  Bhattacharya.  According  to  the  Elizabethtown  faculty 
member,  the  trip — now  in  its  fifth  year — is  meant  to  bridge  its 
participants  to  a longer  experience.  “This  particular  program 
has  a long-term  vision  of  giving  students  a sense  of  the  country 
and  showing  them  how  easy  it  is  to  navigate  there,”  says 
Bhattacharya.  “So,  when  they  come  to  Japan  for  their  future 
studies,  they  know  where  to  live.  And  they  have  a social  circle 
that  is  ready  for  them  to  step  into,  through  forming  friendships 
with  the  students  at  Nihon  University.” 

Each  day,  the  students  enjoyed  lectures  on  a variety  of  topics, 
including  Japanese  customs,  food,  religion,  history,  society, 
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business,  popular  culture  and  women’s  issues.  The  lectures  were 
presented  by  Bhattacharya,  as  well  as  a variety  of  guest  speakers 
from  the  faculty  of  Nihon  University  and  Jeffery  Long,  associate 
professor  and  chair  of  Elizabethtown’s  Department  of  Religious 
Studies.  In  the  afternoon,  they  visited  related  historic  and  cultural 
sites,  such  as  the  Tokyo  National  Museum,  the  Yasukuni  Shrine, 
the  Imperial  Palace  and  the  World  War  II  Museum  at  Hiroshima. 
In  addition,  College  Trustee  Kyoko  Utsumi  Akanoma  ’67  hosted 
the  group  for  a discussion  by  respected  Japanese  filmmaker, 
Atsushi  Ogata,  and  a showing  of  his  short  film,  titled 
“Eternally  Yours.” 

Having  loved  everything  about  the  time  in  Japan,  McQuaide 
says  the  highlight  of  the  trip  for  her  was  the  group’s  excursion  to 
Miyajima,  which  is  famous  for  the  Itsukushima  Shrine.  “It’s  a 


really  peaceful  place,”  she  remembers.  “The  temple  is  built  where 
the  tide  comes  in.  By  the  time  evening  came  around,  the  shrine 
was  all  lit  up  and  the  water  was  all  around  it.  It  was  a really 
nice  experience.” 

Like  the  peaceful  feeling  she  found  at  the  scenic  location, 
McQuaide  also  gained  a lot  of  peace  of  mind  about  her  choice  of 
majors  and  her  future  in  Japan  as  a result  of  this  trip.  “It  just 
made  me  love  Japan  more,”  she  says. 

Czech  Republic:  An  International 
Entrepreneurship  Experience 

Not  only  beneficial  for  the  mastery  of  foreign  languages,  faculty- 
led  study-abroad  trips  also  provide  opportunities  for  students  to 
develop  professional  skills.  For  example,  Matt  Diller  ’09  found

unable  to  speak  English,  Berberian  was  encouraged  by  his  colleagues 
at  the  sanitarium  to  enroll  at  Elizabethtown  College  to  learn  the 
language.  Berberian  worked  as  a shoemaker  and  repairman  after 
leaving  the  College.  On  May  25,  1910,  he  and  Charlotte 
Sayebalian,  from  Armenia,  were  married  in  Philadelphia.  The 
couple  lived  on  Hummelstown  Street  in  Elizabethtown,  later 
moving  to  East  High  Street,  where  they  resided  for  many  years. 
Their  son,  Harry,  graduated  from  the  College  in  1942.  Berberian 
died  in  1944  and  was  buried  in  the  Elizabethtown  Mennonite 
Cemetery  on  Sheaffer  Road. 

The  second  international  student  to  attend  the  College  in 
1905  was  Domingo  Dikit  from  Pililla,  southeast  of  Manila,  in  the 
Philippines.  According  to  the  November  1905  issue  of  Our  College 
Times,  Dikit  “arrived  on  Wednesday  evening,  Oct.  11.”  Apparently 
eager  to  become  a frill  participant  in  what  the  College  had  to  offer, 
he  was  elected  an  “active  member”  of  the  Keystone  Literary  Society 
at  the  October  20  meeting,  nine  days  after  his  arrival.  Dikit  also 
joined  the  College’s  first  baseball  team,  and  was  included  in  the 
1905  team  photograph  taken  outside  Alpha  Hall.  The  team  must  . 
have  played  games  in  the  fall  for  him  to  have  been  a participant. 

Dikit  did  not  return  to  the  College  following  the  1905-1906 
academic  year.  In  a letter  dated  October  8,  1906,  sent  to  Our 
College  Times,  Dikit  wrote  about  his  upcoming  month-long 
journey  home.  In  1908,  he  wrote  to  John  Cashman,  of  the  Class 

of  1907,  that  he  was  working  for 
the  Philippine  government.  From 
this  point  onward,  he  recedes  from 
the  College’s  records. 

Since  1905,  many  more 
students  from  nations  outside 
the  United  States  have  joined 
us  at  Elizabethtown.  This  fall, 

47  international  students  from 
1 7 nations  will  study  around 
The  Dell. 


In  addition  to  connecting  our  U.S.  students  with  study-abroad 
experiences,  Elizabethtown  hosts  students,  from  a variety  of 
countries,  through  our  Center  for  Global  Citizenship.  Although  we 
may  think  of  this  as  a relatively  recent  part  of  the  College’s  history, 
Elizabethtown  has  been  educating  international  students  for  more 
than  100  years. 

An  examination  of  materials,  held  in  the  High  Library  and 
at  the  Office  of  Registration  and  Records,  reveals  that  the  first 
two  international  students  came  to  Elizabethtown  in  1905. 

The  first  of  these  students,  John  Berberian,  was  an  Armenian 
from  Caesarea  (now  Kayseri),  Turkey,  when  it  was  still  the 
Ottoman  Empire.  He  was  listed  in  the  1905-1906  catalogue,  which 
would  indicate  he  enrolled  in  the  College  in  1 904.  However,  an 
edition  of  Our  College  Times  states  he  was  a student  in  1905. 
According  to  his  family,  Berberian  came  to  America  to  flee  the 
Turkish  oppression  of  the  Armenian  minority;  his  father  had 
already  been  killed  in  an  earlier  pogrom.  Berberian  arrived  at  Ellis 
Island  on  April  10,  1903,  sailing  from  the  Greek  port  of  Piraeus 
on  the  ship,  'The  Sicilia.  He  was  almost  22  years  of  age.  From  New 

York,  Berberian  somehow 
made  his  way  to  Reading,  Pa., 
where  he  secured  work  as  a 
cook  at  a sanitarium  run  by 
Mennonites. . As  he  was

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an  outlet  for  his  entrepreneurial  creativity  in  Prague  during 
Associate  Professor  of  Business  Sean  Melvin’s  course,  titled 
“The  Emerging  European  Union.” 

Growing  up  in  a family  concrete  business,  Diller  has  been 
conditioned  all  his  life  to  look  for  business  opportunities.  “Every 
night  at  dinner,  I heard  business  conversations.  1 just  learned  a 
lot  through  sitting  and  listening,”  he  explains.  “It’s  great  that  I 
was  exposed  to  that  type  of  thinking  because  it  drives  me  to  want 
to  keep  that  family  tradition  going.” 

In  what  Melvin  calls  “one  of  the  few  remaining  business 
frontiers  in  Europe,”  Diller  and  about  a dozen  other  students 
honed  their  business  acumen  during  a simulation  that  involved 
scouting  prospective  ventures  in  this  city  in  the  formerly 
communist  Czech  Republic.  According  to  the  Business 
Department  faculty  member,  this  location  provides  students 
with  unique  opportunities.  “The  next  important  emerging 
market  is  Central  Europe — Poland,  the  Czech  Republic  and,  to 


a lesser  extent,  the  Slovak  Republic,”  Melvin  reflects.  “When  our 
students  contemplate  the  European  continent,  they  traditionally 
think  about  Western  Europe.  But  entrepreneurial  opportunities 
in  that  area  are  more  scarce  than  in  Central  Europe,  where  they 
could  think  of  a business  franchise  that  actually  could  run,  rather 
than  one  that  could  hypothetically  run.” 

The  seminar  began  at  Elizabethtown  with  study  about  the 
Czech  Republic  and  the  European  Union.  And,  while  abroad, 
the  students  did  more  than  just  study  books  and  take  field  trips  to 
businesses.  “There  is  a pretty  significant  cultural  component  to 
this  course,”  Melvin  says.  “In  considering  a franchise,  investors 
are  going  to  look  at  how  it  fits  into  their  culture.  Is  there  some 
trend  that  you  are  taking  advantage  of?  Is  it  targeting  an  under- 
served  market?  We  need  to  understand  where  these  people  have 
come  from  and  where  they  are  going  in  order  to  find  business 
opportunities.”  In  addition  to  arranging  lectures  by  historians, 
Melvin  also  personally  guided  the  students  through  the  city’s 


Earning  a Journey  Abroad 


In  spring  2009,  Alicia  Risley  TO  and  Jordan  Ridge  T 1 separately 
traveled  overseas  to  participate  in  study-abroad  experiences. 
Although  their  trips  were  different  in  many  ways,  the  two  students 
shared  one  important  distinction.  Both  earned  their  opportunities 
through  a competitive  application  process — their  hard  work  paving 
the  way  for  challenging  learning  far  from  home. 

Alicia  Risley ’s  journey  to  Nihon  University  in  Tokyo,  Japan, 
began  with  a scholarship  from  the  prestigious  Benjamin  A.  Gilman 
International  Scholarship  Program.  As  one  of  only  600  recipients  of 
the  award  nationwide,  Risley — who  is  majoring  in  Japanese  and 
minoring  in  business — made  her  very  first  trip  abroad  to  participate 
in  Nihon’s  three-month-long  Japanese  Language  and  Japan  Studies 
Program.  The  program  features  an  intensive  course  of  study,  including 
six  courses  in  the  Japanese  language,  culture  and  economics. 

Unlike  Risley,  Jordan  Ridge  is  a seasoned  traveler,  having  been 
abroad  several  times  with  her  parents.  Last  year,  she  earned  the 
right  to  participate  in  the  March  2009  Education  Without  Borders

conference  by  authoring  one  of  only  about  1 ,000  student  papers 
accepted  by  conference  organizers.  For  four  days,  Ridge  and  other 
student  innovators  joined  together  with  leaders  in  the  business, 
technology,  education  and  humanitarian  sector  in  The  Emirate 
of  Dubai  in  a collaborative  forum  to  understand,  and  generate 
solutions  for,  some  of  the  world’s  greatest  challenges. 

As  they  studied  and  learned,  the  Elizabethtown  students  had 
the  opportunity  to  interact  with  students  from  all  around  the  world. 
The  experience  gave  both  a new  perspective  about  themselves  and 
about  those  from  other  nations.  Ridge  reflects,  “I  learned  that  the 
world  is  a lot  bigger  than  I thought  and  that  there  are  so  many 
differences  among  young  people  from  around  the  globe,  yet  so 
many  similarities.”  Risley — who  was  injured  in  a skiing  accident 
and  needed  to  rely  on  her  newly  improved  communications  skills 
and  recently  formed  relationships  to  get  her  through  an  ambulance 
ride  to  the  emergency  room — developed  confidence  in  her  ability 
to  rely  on  her  own  resourcefulness  to  get  through  difficult  situations. 

Both  Ridge  and  Risley  are  grateful  for  their  experiences. 

Risley  reflects,  “This  trip  was  the  achievement  of  a dream 
and  probably  the  best  experience  of  my  life  so  far.  I’ve  always 
wanted  to  go  to  Japan  and  to  develop  good  skills  in  speaking  and 
understanding  Japanese.  I think  I accomplished  those  goals.  ” 

And  Ridge  says,  “I  think  I’ve  not  only  become  a more  complete 
and  well-rounded  person,  but  also  developed  a curiosity  about  other 
cultures  and  an  understanding  that  the  world  is  so  much  bigger 
than  Elizabethtown.”

historic  landmarks  and  introduced  them  to  the  wealth  of  cultural 
events  and  sites  there. 

The  broad  introduction  to  Czech  culture — along  with  visits 
with  entrepreneurs,  such  as  the  owner  of  the  Albi  Company,  the 
exclusive  Hallmark  franchisee  in  Central  Europe — got  Diller’s 
wheels  spinning.  “I  noticed  they  have  a lot  more  handdaid 
pavers,  as  opposed  to  poured  sidewalks  like  we  have  in  the 
United  States,”  Diller  brainstorms.  “And  I believe  there  are 
opportunities  for  franchises  of  certain  American  foods,  which 
can  be  tailored  toward  the  Czech  tastes.”  Hoping  to  return  one 
day,  Diller  believes  he  might  see  more  opportunities  the  second 
time  around. 

Vietnam : Completing  a Journey  of 
Personal  Qro<wth 

junior  Kalie  Desimone’s  journey  to  Vietnam  actually  began 
March  14,  2008,  during  her  first  year  at  Elizabethtown. 

That  day,  as  she  was  driving  home  from  the  College, 
Desimone  was  in  a horrific  accident.  She  suffered  two 
compression  fractures  to  her  spine  and  broke  her  pelvis  in 
four  places,  her  hip  and  her  collar  bone.  For  three  months, 
she  was  unable  to  walk  and  was  forced  to  finish  the  rest  of  her 
first-year  Elizabethtown  courses  at  home  during  her  recovery 
and  rehabilitation. 

When  Desimone  returned  to  the  College  for  her  sophomore 
year,  Peggy  McFarland,  professor  of  social  work  and  chair  of  the 
Department  of  Communications,  approached  her  with  the 
independent  study  opportunity.  McFarland  hoped  to  convince 
the  communications  major  to  join  a then-upcoming  study- 
abroad  trip  to  Vietnam  and  produce  a documentary  about  the 
experience.  Because  the  experience  involved  work  with  children 
with  disabilities,  Desimone  jumped  at  the  opportunity.  “I  knew 
this  would  be  a healing  trip  for  me — to  help  children  cope  with 
some  of  the  same  things  that  I just  went  through,”  she  explains. 
In  May  2009,  Desimone  embarked  for  Vietnam,  accompanied 
by  about  a dozen  Elizabethtown  students,  four  students  from 
Delaware  Technical  & Community  College,  and  faculty  from 
both  institutions. 

According  to  McFarland,  this  trip — which  was  developed 
in  partnership  with  Brittany’s  Hope — was  “completely  about 


service.”  Before  their  journey,  the  group  raised  more  than  $8,000 
to  purchase  cribs  for  orphanages,  which  are  bursting  at  the  seams, 
and  special  equipment  for  use  with  children  with  disabilities. 
While  in  Vietnam,  the  group  was  involved  with  a host  of  sendee 
activities,  including  planting  a garden  at  a Red  Cross  vocational 
center,  assembling  cribs  at  the  orphanages,  painting  classrooms, 
attending  to  babies  starved  for  human  contact,  and  providing 
cultural  opportunities  to  orphans,  who  had  seen  little  of  the 
beauty  of  their  own  country.  In  addition,  the  occupational 
therapy  students  trained  Vietnamese  staff  members  to  use  the 
donated  equipment. 

For  McFarland,  the  real  magic  of  this  opportunity  is  not 
what  the  students  did  for  those  in  need,  hut  how  each  participant 
was  personally  impacted  by  their  own  experiences.  “This  is  a 
life-changing  trip.  It  shapes  what  people  want  to  do  in  the  world 
and  their  whole  global  understanding,”  she  explains. 

Desimone,  who  has  countless  stories  about  children  who 
touched  her  heart,  came  back  with  important  insight  into  what 
really  means  something  to  her.  “I  think  the  trip  has  made  me 
more  sensitive  to  people  around  me — not  only  to  the  struggles 
of  those  who  are  dealing  with  disabilities,  but  just  to  people  in 
general,”  she  says.  “Everyone  has  a battle — whether  they’re 
fighting  it  on  the  outside  or  on  the  inside.  And  I just  have  to 
take  that  into  consideration  every  day.”

few  moments  from  their  service-learning  projects  to  enjoy  the  sights 
of  Vietnam. 

Back  Home:  Seeing  the  World  Beyond 

hike  Desimone,  every  student  who  travels  abroad — whether  it 
is  for  three  weeks  or  three  months — comes  back  changed. 

The  journey  they  take  is  not  only  across  miles  of  land 
and  ocean,  but  it  also  is  a personal  exploration  of  what  lies 
within  them.  They  return  a little  more  confident.  A little  more 
adventurous.  A little  more  focused  on  the  world  around  them. 
And  all  come  back  a little  more  ready  to  face  that  next 
challenge,  that  next  opportunity. 
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At  the  heart  of  Asia,  five  Elizabethtown  faculty  members  found 
1.  1 new  connections  for  their  scholarly  work  and  insights  for 
their  classrooms  during  the  2009  Faculty  International 
Scholarship  Seminar. 

Through  the  series,  Assistant  Professor  of  Management 
Cristina  Ciocirlan  and  Assistant  Professor  of  Economics  Thomas 
Scheiding — along  with  Assistant  Professor  of  Marketing  Bryan 
Greenberg,  Assistant  Professor  of  Communications  Kirsten 
Johnson,  and  Professor  and  Department  Chair  of  Political  Science 
E.  Fletcher  McClellan — attended  on-campus  lectures  and  research 
seminars  in  spring  2009.  Last  summer,  they  were  guided  by 
Associate  Professor  of  History  David  Kenley  on  a week-long 
common  experience  through  China.  In  addition,  group  members 
also  independently  traveled  to  various  Asian  nations  to  establish 
networks  for  scholarly  activities. 

During  her  exploratory  research  in  China,  Cristina 
Ciocirlan — a native  of  Romania  who  teaches  international 
management  at  Elizabethtown — discovered  evolving  cultural  shifts 
in  this  emerging  economic  powerhouse,  which  are  not  reflected  in 
the  most  updated  business  textbooks.  “I  really  wanted  to  go  to 
China  because  of  its  importance  in  the  world  economy,”  Ciocirlan 
explains.  “When  I talk  about  China  this  fall,  I definitely  will  point 
out  the  cultural  differences  I experienced,  and  I will  draw  parallels 
with  what  the  book  says.” 

According  to  Ciocirlan,  the  Chinese  business  philosophy 
of  guanxi — the  practice  of  conducting  businesses  based  on 
relationships — is  alive  and  well.  “Basically  if  they  don’t  know 
you,  they  are  not  going  to  do  business  with  you,”  she  explains, 
noting  the  practice  made  her  own  research  much  more  difficult. 
“There  it’s  just  a normal  way  of  conducting  business.  It’s 
accepted  by  the  society.”  Ciocirlan  notes  that  business  practices 
continue  to  be  heavily  influenced  by  Confucianism,  a Chinese 
ethical  and  philosophical  system. 

While  in  China,  she  pursued  insights  into  the 
operation  of  family  businesses,  which  is  the  focus 
of  her  ongoing  scholarly  work.  As  a direct  result 
of  the  international  meetings,  Ciocirlan  began  a 
collaboration  with  Jun  Liu,  a faculty  member  at 
Renmin  University  of  China,  which  should  result 
in  a comparative  study  of  U.S.  and  Chinese  family 
businesses.  The  work  will  consider  data  the 
international  team  has  gathered  with  the  support 
of  the  S.  Dale  High  Center  for  Family  Business,  which 
is  based  at  Elizabethtown  College. 

For  Thomas  Scheiding,  who  has  long  been 
interested  in  the  economics  of  science,  his  journey 
to  Mongolia  offered  an  opportunity  to  investigate  the 
costs  of  developing  and  maintaining  digital  library 
projects  in  the  Asian  country  and  to  analyze  their 
usage  by  domestic  and  foreign  scholars. 

Mongolian  scientists — because  they  are  working  in 
an  economically  disadvantaged  nation — are  provided 
free  access  to  research  that  scientists  in  the  United 
States  are  required  to  purchase.  “Most  Mongolians 
are  not  paying  anything  for  their  electronic  access, 
whereas  institutions  like  Elizabethtown  pay  many, 
many,  many  thousands  of  dollars  for  the  same 


product,”  explains  Scheiding,  noting  that  his  research  is  attempting 
to  determine  the  value  of  this  “gift.” 

“The  usage  statistics  reveal  that  most  Mongolians  are  not 
using  the  service.  And,  they’re  not  using  it  because  their  academic 
traditions  are  influenced  by  the  former  Soviet  Union  and  by  China, 
which  don’t  rely  heavily  on  journals,”  he  explains.  “The  only  place 
in  Mongolia  where  it’s  used  extensively  is  at  the  American  Center 
for  Mongolian  Studies,  which  is  where  all  the  Western  scholars  are.” 
Scheiding  mentions  that  the  usage  at  this  center  is  on  par  with  a 
small  college,  whereas  a few  kilometers  away  at  the  Mongolian 
Academy  of  Sciences,  the  usage  is  significantly  less.  Over  the  next 
several  weeks,  Scheiding  and  his  two  collaborators — a Mongolian 
doctoral  student  at  the  University  of  Missouri  and  an  academic 
librarian  at  the  Mongolian  Academy  of  Sciences — will  finalize 
their  analysis,  which  will  be  presented  at  the  October  2009 
Midwest  Asian  Studies  Conference. 

Scheiding  believes  this  experience  will  spill  over  into  his  work 
with  students.  “Actually  I’m  going  to  use  some  of  the  trend  data  for 
an  independent  study  with  a student  this  fall,”  he  says. 

Separately,  the  other  faculty  also  pursued  their  own  research. 
For  example,  Greenberg  investigated  the  operations  and  practices 
of  the  Asian  film  industry  in  China  and  Hong  Kong.  Johnson 
visited  the  home  of  the  ohmynews.com  website  in  South  Korea 
to  learn  how  it  became  the  world’s  foremost  citizen  journalism  site. 
And  McClellan  examined  the  political  relationship  between  the 
Chinese  government  and  Hong  Kong  25  years  after  the  British 
Joint  Agreement  to  cede  sovereignty  over  Hong  Kong  to  China. 

The  Faculty  International  Scholarship  Seminar — which  is 
managed  by  College  Professor  of  International  Studies  Robert 
Wheelersburg — regularly  guides  small  groups  of  Elizabethtown  faculty 
abroad.  In  2008,  a group  traveled  to  Denmark  and  Iceland.  In  two 
years,  another  group  will  travel  to  a Spanish-speaking  region.

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A Summer  Journey  Toward 
Affordable  Housing 

The  stretch  was  the  most  difficult  of  Kerri  Socha’s  nine- 
week,  cross-country  trip — three  days  through  a sparsely 
populated  section  of  America’s  beautiful  Southwest.  As  the 
area  offered  few  creature  comforts,  Socha  and  the  30  other 
cyclists  prepped  their  meals  on  a camp  stove  and  slept  with 
only  a thin  sheet  of  tent  fabric  to  shield  them  from  the 
elements.  During  these  evenings,  when  basic  human 
necessities  were  the  most  out  of  reach,  the  Class  of  2008 
alumna  and  her  companions  felt  closer  to  their  shared 
cause — the  goal  of  providing  affordable  housing  for  all. 

Socha’s  summer  journey  was  one  of  eight  bicycle 
excursions  coordinated  by  the  nonprofit  organization, 

Bike  & Build.  The  3,696-mile  fundraiser  began  June  10  in 
Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  concluded  Aug.  17  in  San  Francisco, 
Calif.  Through  their  extraordinary  effort,  the  team  raised 
more  than  $150,000  to  fund  affordable  housing  projects. 

A typical  day  for  the  cyclists  began  at  4:30  a.m.,  with 
the  team  out  on  their  bikes  ready  to  leave  by  6 a.m.  “We 
averaged  about  90  miles  per  day,  which  is  a good  10  hours 
of  biking  for  the  majority  of  the  group,”  says  Socha  who,  as 
one  of  four  team  leaders,  helped  plan  the  logistics  of  the 
expedition.  “Typically,  we  got  to  where  we  were  staying  for 
the  night  at  6 or  7 p.m.  We  had  dinner,  showered  and  went 
to  bed.  And,  then  we  did  it  again  the  next  day.”  Along  the 
way,  the  team  also  participated  in  10  building  projects  and 
spoke  in  various  venues,  heightening  awareness  of  their  cause. 

Socha  became  involved  in  advocacy  for  affordable 
housing  while  a student  at  Elizabethtown  College.  “I  really 
got  interested  in  it  when  1 traveled  with  Faith  in  Action  to 
Mississippi  over  spring  break,”  recalls  Socha,  who  also  was  a 
member  of  the  College’s  Habitat  for  Humanity  chapter  for 
two  years.  “We  got  to  meet  families  who  were  essentially 
homeless  as  a result  of  Hurricane  Katrina.  We  worked 
on  their  houses,  talked  to  them  and  heard  their  stories. 
During  the  trip,  I experienced  first-hand  how  nailing 
down  shingles  and  installing  a door  frame  really  made 
such  a huge  difference  for  people  without  homes.” 

As  a graduate  student  at  the  University  of  Maryland  at 
Baltimore,  she  continued  to  volunteer  with  Habitat.  During 
her  work  with  the  organization,  she  learned  about  Bike  & 
Build’s  summer  journeys  from  a Habitat  employee.  “I  looked 
up  Bike  & Build  online  and  applied  that  night,”  she  recalls, 
noting  that  this  summer’s  trips  conveniently  left  soon  after 
her  graduation  from  her  master’s  program. 

Since  its  founding  in  2002,  Bike  & Build  has  raised 
more  than  $1.5  million  for  the  cause.  “Bike  & Build 
coordinates  a grants  program,  to  which  any  affordable 
housing  agency  can  apply.  In  addition,  each  rider  gets  to 
choose  one  organization  to  receive  $500  and  all  the 
churches  at  which  we  stay  can  donate  $100  to  an 
organization  within  their  community,”  Socha  explains. 

“So  the  funds  raised  go  out  in  multiple  ways  across  the 
country.  We  try  to  make  it  impact  everywhere  we  go.”

Reflecting  on  her  favorite  experiences  of  the  journey, 
Socha  remembers  a day  in  New  Mexico,  when  she  was 
presented  with  what  seemed  to  be  an  insurmountable 
challenge.  “We  were  told  that  there  was  going  to  be  a big 
hill.  And  we  thought,  ‘A  hill.  No  big  deal.’  It  ended  up 
being  five  miles  long,  straight  up.  No  breaks,”  she  says, 
recalling  the  frustration  of  the  climb.  “It  was  terrible.  And 
we  hated  it.  But  when  we  got  to  the  top,  there  was  an 
absolutely  beautiful  view.  It  was  incredible  to  work  hard  for 
three  hours  climbing  that  hill  and  to  realize  at  the  end  that 
it  all  was  worth  it.” 

In  some  respects,  the  journey  up  the  five-mile  hill  is 
much  like  the  experience  a family  has  building  or  restoring 
a home  of  their  own — seemingly  insurmountable,  once 
attained,  the  effort  positively  affects  their  lives.  This 
summer,  Socha  enjoyed  supporting  a cause  that  helps  these 
dreams  come  true.  “We  got  to  see  the  country.  Look  at  how 
beautiful  it  is.  And,  most  importantly,  we  made  a difference 
for  people  and  for  a cause,  which  is  so  important,”  she  says.

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Finding  a Musical  Cure  for 
the  "Bubblegum  Blues" 

About  40  years  ago,  a nervous  Greg  Cooney  ’86 — 
lx  outfitted  with  his  older  brother’s  guitar — presented 
an  enthusiastic  version  of  Elizabeth  Cotton’s  “Freight 
Train”  to  the  students  in  his  first-grade  class.  Cooney’s 
teacher,  who  had  watched  him  struggle  with  learning 
disabilities,  was  so  impressed  with  his  one-boy  concert  that 
she  scheduled  an  encore  performance  before  the  school’s 
eighth-grade  class.  This  self-esteem  boost  is  one  Cooney 
has  never  forgotten.  “Music  gave  me  a chance  to  feel  just 
as  important  as  the  rest  of  the  class,”  he  recalls.  “Everyone 
else  knew  how  to  read,  but  I could  play  like  Johnny  B. 
Good.  How  could  I not  have  a positive  self  image?” 

Although  Cooney  has  gotten  a few  years  older  since 
his  inaugural  performance,  the  average  age  of  his  audiences 
has  not.  The  children  who  attend  Cooney’s  concerts — 
filled  with  engaging  renditions  of  his  original  tunes,  like 
“Bubblegum  Blues”  and  “I’ve  Got  That  Music  Inside 
Me” — are  inspired  to  be  creative,  enjoy  friendships,  and 
respect  others  and  the  environment.  And  most  importantly, 
everyone  has  an  awfully  good  time  watching  Cooney  while 
he  has  “fun  with  them.” 

“Adults  don’t  always  have  permission  to  act  a little 
crazy  and  have  some  good  clean  fun.  When  I perform  at  a 
library  or  school  concert,  the  children  in  the  audience  give 
me  permission  to  have  fun  without  feeling  foolish,”  he  says. 
“1  love  it  when  I see  that  oh-I-get-it  smile  come  over  the 
face  of  a child.  At  that  moment,  I feel  like  all  the  crazy 
stuff  I did  during  the  concert  was  worth  something.” 

Cooney’s  personal  philosophy — which  is  reflective 
of  the  positive  experience  he  had  so  long  ago  with  his  first- 
grade  teacher — embraces  the  concept  that  music  has  the 
capacity  to  help  young  people  develop  a positive  self  image 
as  they  discover  their  inner  gifts  and  talents.  Every  year, 
a steady  string  of  engagements  has  Cooney  traveling 
throughout  New  England  and  the  Mid-Atlantic  States, 
performing  and  presenting  workshops  on  music  and  the 
environment.  He  has  penned  five  musicals  and  full-length 
musical  scores,  more  than  1 20  songs,  and  four  albums, 
including  his  most  recent,  “Won’tcha  Get  Off  the  Couch.” 
Appreciated  by  children  of  all  ages,  his  work  has  garnered 
critical  praise,  earning  a Silver  Telly  in  2006  and  a spot  as 
one  of  five  finalists  of  the  2009  Independent  Music  Awards. 

Many  of  his  children’s  songs  promote  social  justice, 
celebrate  the  work  of  nonprofits,  or  grow  out  of  his 
own  experiences. 

For  example,  one  of  his  personal  favorites,  “Camp 
Sunshine,”  was  created  for  a camp  in  Pasco,  Maine,  for 
families  of  children  with  life-threatening  and  chronic 
illnesses.  Cooney  wrote  the  tune  after  listening  to  campers 
and  parents  describe  their  experiences.  The  camp  now  uses 
a recording  of  the  song  in  its  closing  candlelight  ceremony. 
“When  I visit  Camp  Sunshine,  they  let  me  sing  the  song 
live,”  he  says.  “It  always  brings  tears  to  my  eyes — not

because  I wrote  it  but  because  the 
music  enables  me  to  be  part  of 
the  loving  experience  there.” 

He  created  another  of  his 
favorites,  “Just  Give  a Little,” 
during  a difficult  time  in  his  own 
life.  “In  1996,  I had  the  honor  of  recording  ‘Just  Give 
a Little’  with  children  who  were  in  treatment  for 
life-threatening  illnesses,”  he  recalls.  “My  son,  Patrick, 
was  going  through  chemotherapy  for  acute  lymphocytic 
leukemia  at  the  time.  He  was  able  to  sing  on  the 
recording,  which  was  used  by  the  Believe  in  Tomorrow 
Children’s  Foundation.” 

In  addition  to  entertaining,  Cooney — who,  after  his 
Elizabethtown  graduation,  earned  his  master’s  degree  in 
education  with  a concentration  in  media  and  technology 
from  Salisbury  State  University — directs  the  high  school 
choir  and  teaches  drama  at  Mount  Saint  Charles  Academy 
in  Woonsocket,  R.I.  Standing  in  front  of  his  70-member 
choir  is  the  best  part  of  his  day.  “I  get  to  see  these 
teenagers  in  a totally  different  light  than  the  rest  of  the 
world,”  says  Cooney,  who  was  recognized  as  1998  Arts 
Educator  of  the  Year  by  The  Talbot  County  (Md.)  Arts 
Council.  “They  make  beautiful  music,  and  I get  to  have 
the  great  pleasure  of  being  their  audience.”

Jim  Jackson  73  and  his  wife,  Kathy,  are  turning  their 
retirement  dream  of  sailing  into  the  sunset  into  an 
entrepreneurial  venture.

In  May  2009,  members  of  Elizabethtown’s  Class  of  ’59  returned  to  the 
College,  bringing  with  them  many  fond  memories  of  four  years  of  hard 
work  and  cherished  friendships  around  The  Dell.  Thirty-nine  alumni 
journeyed  back  for  their  50th  reunion,  which  was  held  Commencement 
weekend.  And  85  classmates-celebrated  their  love  for  their  alma  mater 
by  joining  in  a generous  class  gift  to  the  College,  which  will  primarily 
provide  much-needed  financial  support  to  future  Elizabethtown  students. 

Led  by  the  Reunion  Class  Gift  Committee  of  Class  President  Robert 
Miller,  Trustee  Emeritus  Kenneth  Bowers,  Director  of  Alumni  Relations 
Emeritus  Jerald  Garland,  and  Professor  of  Chemistry  Emeritus  Jack 
Hedrick,  members  of  the  Class  of ’59  contributed  $572,582.09  in 
celebration  of  the  golden  anniversary  of  their  graduation.  More  than 
64  percent  of  the  class,  known  for  its  long-standing  connection  to  the 
College  and  to  each  other,  united  in  the  gift.  And  a record-setting  number  of  reunion  class  members  joined  the  President’s  Club,  by  making 
a donation  equal  to  or  exceeding  $1,000. 

Bowers  believes  the  closeness  of  the  Class  of  ’59  is  characteristic  of  many  Elizabethtown  graduating  classes.  “For  the  ’59ers,  friendships 
among  classmates  and  with  faculty  and  staff  were  always  important,  and  a large  number  of  those  friendships  have  certainly  endured,”  reflects 
Bowers.  “But  that  probably  holds  true  for  many  other  classes  at  Elizabethtown  College.  In  my  50-plus  years  of  ties  to  the  College,  this  has 
appeared  to  me  to  be  typical  at  E-town.  The  College  has  always  nurtured  strong  relationships  among  faculty,  staff  and  students.” 

Reflecting  on  their  reunion  gift,  Garland  believes  those  who  donated  share  in  a common  commitment  to  give  back  to  an  institution 
that  provided  them  with  an  education  on  par  with  other  prestigious  colleges  and  universities.  “Our  allegiance  to  Elizabethtown  began  when 
we  were  students.  1 think  we  all  were  impressed  not  only  with  the  education  we  received,  but  with  the  care  and  fidelity  with  which  we  were 
treated,”  Garland  says.  “And  many  of  us  believe  that  you  give  back  with  your  resources  to  an  institution  that  provided  you  the  foundation 
for  your  success.” 

Elizabethtown  President  Theodore  Long,  who  was  on  hand  to  welcome  returning  class  members,  expressed  the  College’s  gratitude  for 
the  gift.  “Elizabethtown’s  excellence  is,  in  part,  founded  on  the  outstanding  minds  and  generous  spirits  of  those  who  preceded  us.  The  Class 
of  ’59  models  the  strong  relationships  that  begin  here,  around  The  Dell,  and  that  go  on  to  sustain  Elizabethtown  alumni  throughout  their 
lifetime,”  he  says.  “The  College  is  humbled  by  their  generosity  and  their  faith  in  our  efforts  to  continue  the  College’s  legacy  of  excellence. 
And  as  a result  of  their  gift,  deserving  students  will  have  the  opportunity  to  share  in  this  experience  of  an  Elizabethtown  education.”
